1. Attached is a self-explanatory Memorandum of Con- 
versation concerning a meeting one of our Branch Chiefs had 
with representatives of NSA, at which the latter requested 
information on all hostile approaches being made to American 
citizens world-wide. They stated that they needed the 
information to incorporate it into a "threat" study they 
were compiling at the request of their deputy directors 
for Security and Personnel. They also stated that they 
had made similar requests to the State Department and the 
FBI, 


e also informe 
NSA representatives that we had referred the question to 
the Intelligence Community Staff. 


3. While the above response solves our immediate 
problem, it does not address itself to the more basic 
question of whether NSA has the authority to be conducting 
such a study at all. It appears to us that that basic 
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question might well merit the attention of the Intelligence 
Community Staff. pevik

1. On 8 July 1976, from approximately 1145 to 1330. 


hours, I met with Messrs. a ee 25K1A 
respectively from NSA's CI component an hysica Scurity ; 


office. They and one other NSA officer have been detailed a 
to a "task force" and charged with putting together a 

threat paper. They have been at this task for five months; 

9 October 1976 is their deadline. Their authority for the 

study is a request from their Deputy Director for Security. 

They would prefer informal replies but are willing to put 

the request in a formal memo to the DCI or whoever is 

appropriate. 


a 2. In the initial description of their task it seemed 
that they were interested only in approaches being made to 


“. -communications personnel world-wide. As they developed 


their theme, however, it turned out that their project is 
much more ambitious; they are interested in hostile 
approaches being made to American targets across the board. 
Their logic for this is that most such approaches would 
have targeting on U.S. communications equipment and instal- 
lations as a prime requirement. 


3. We spent considerable time discussing the subject 
in generalities and the difficulty of acquiring appropriate 
data. (Incidentally, they introduced themselves by stating 
that they understood that I was working on a "threat study." 
I did not ask nor did they offer the source of their infor- 
mation.) They stated that they had been in touch with 
ieee | several occasions and had left with him a 
q ire and copies of case sheets they would like to 
have filled out. Their specific request to me was in the 
area of providing sterilized case studies (Question 14). 

I reviewed the questionnaires (they left me a copy of each) 

and pointed out to them that replies to the other 15 ques- 

tions in these questionnaires, if any, would have to come 

from a component other than the[——~—SSC«dzéBcancch. “25X11 
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4, On the subject of summaries of cases, I did not 
commit myself to filling out their case sheets. I pointed 
out to them that all cases handled by L__] would fall into 25X41 
two categories: (a) cases on which responsibility lay with 
other Government agencies, and (b) cases concerning CIA 
staff employees, and that I had no authority in either 
category to provide them with this type of information. 
Moreover, I stated that since they would be talking to the
